Parker Has 
First Wheat 
Cut In Area 


Kenneth Parker brought in 
the first wheat of the season 
last Wednesday (May 15) to 
Moore Elevator. Grown near 
McCaulley, the wheat showed 
60 lbs. test weight and 13.3 per 
cent moisture. The market 
price was $3.40 per bushel. 
Opening price here last 
year was $2.60 when the first 
load was brought in on May 
27. 
A bumper crop was har­ 
vested here last year blk 
estimates are that colly about 
half a crop will be realized 
this season. Harvest, now in 
full swing, is expected to be 
completed in a week to ten 
days, if present weather 
conditions prevail. 
Yield is running from six to 
17 bushels per acre, ac­ 
cording to Robert Fowler, 
manager of Moore Elevator. 
It is very good quality and is 
grading dark hard, he added. 
Tuesday afternoon the 
price was down to $3.10 per 
bushel and at 9 a.m. Wed­ 
nesday the price was $3.10. 


Faced with a $60,000 in­ 
crease in budgeted expenses 
for the coming year over this 
past year’s budget, the 
Hamlin City Council voted 
Monday to increase the City’s 
tax rate from $1.20 per 
hundred to $130 per hundred 
and increased the charge for 
sewer and garbage pickup 
from $4.50 a month to $6.00. 


Among the major items 
cauring the increases in the 
budget for the coming year 
are: $21,000 for street repairs 
(seal coating), $15,000 in­ 
crease in salaries, $14,000 for 
a new garbage truck and 
$20,000 for the waste treat­ 
ment plant. Other increases 
are for Insurance and the 
general increases because of 
inflation. 
In the new budget adopted 
by the Council Monday the 
expenditures show an in­ 
crease over last year’s 
budget from $200,176.00 to 
$260,370.00 The city’s actual 
expenditures for this pest 
fiscal year were $214,042.12, 
an increase of $13,166.12. 
The increase in tax rate 
and the increase in garbage 
and sewer collect ton fees are 
expected to increase the 
city’s revenue by about 
$29,000. To over come the 
balance of the deficit, the 
Council plans to spread some 
of the major expense over a 
two-year period.

ments, the new budget in­ 
cludes the following ex­ 
penditures: sewer $26,700, 
street $42,360, police $64,000, 
fire $7,640, administration 
$61,840, maintenance $37,730 
end wastewater plant $20,000 
for a total of $200,370. 
Projected revenues before 
the increase in the tax rate 
end sewer and garbage 
chargee were: sewer sales 
$06,000, occupation tax $200, 
fines $6,500, street franchise 
$6,300, sales tax $36,000, 
leaaes $1,600, miscellaneous 
$3,000, interest $4,000, tax 
collections $66,000, and tax 
service $3,000 for a total of 
$190,400.

’Solid As A Rock’ 
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NEWS AND VIEWS. 
Aid What Hava Yoe

Those of you who plan to be out of 
town Saturday, June I, need to make 
plans now to vote absentee by 
Tuesday at 5 p.m. Jones County 
voters win be deciding who will 
represent us in Austin and as County 
Judge as both of these positions were 
forced into runoffs following the first 
Democratic Primary, May 4. 
Hopefully, now that the State 
Track Meet is behind us, we will 
have a better turnout of voters. Only 
about 35 percent of the qualified 
voters cast ballots in the last 
Primary and it will be a shame if we 
do not do better than that this time. 
Based on the idea of “If you don’t 
vote—don’t 
gripe,” 
then 
we 
shouldn’t have many gripers around 
the state. 
Hamlin area voters gave a huge 
majority of votes to Mike Young in 
the State Representative race and to 
Leon Thurman in the race for 
County Judge. But those votes were 
for naught if these same voters do 
not vote again 
in the 
Second 
Primary and bring some others out 
with them. 
Because, as we said before the last 
election, we feel that these two men 
are the best qualified to serve us, we 
hope that Hamlin voters will turn out 
in sufficient numbers to put both 
Mike Young and Judge Leon 
Thurman in office. 
We struggled through two years 
without adequate representation in 
Austin and now that we have a 
chance to improve that situation by 
electing Young to the House seat, it 
would be almost criminal to sit back 
and let someone else decide that we 
need two more years without a 
strong voice in state affairs. 
And, again, we would urge your 
support for Judge Thurman for 
County Judge. We support his bid for 
re-election for a number of reasons. 
First, he has done a good job for us 
in that position, but more im­ 
portantly, he is the only truly 
qualified candidate. 
While it is true that many coun­ 
ties, including Taylor, get by with 
their Judge not being a lawyer, it 
leaves it up to the County Attorney to 
make the legal decisions. And since 
we do not have an active County 
Attorney we greatly need a Judge 
who is a lawyer. 
And as we pointed out before the 
last election, we owe Judge Thur­ 
man a debt of gratitude because he 
stood up for us in our efforts to get 
our Hospital District bill passed in 
Austin. Without his help we likely 
would not have been able to over­ 
come the opposition down there. 
But, as we have repeated so many 
times before, the main thing is for 
you to exercise your right as a 
citizen and vote. 


Out of the 59 seniors who will 
graduate here Friday evening, 34 
have indicated that they plan to go 
on to college. Unfortunately, these 
graduating seniors seem to be 
caught in the middle of a shift in 
career opportunities. 
According to the result of a newly 
released study by the Advisory 
Council for Technical-Vocational 
education in Texas only 20 percent of 
the jobs that will be available upon 
their graduation from college will 
require a college education.

Faced with a $60,000 in­ 
crease in budgeted expenses 
for the coming year over this 
past year’s 
budget, 
the 
Hamlin City Council voted 
Monday to increase the City’s 
tax rate from $1.20 per 
hundred to $1.30 per hundred 
and increased the charge for 
sewer and garbage pickup 
from $4.50 a month to $5.00. 


Among the major items 
causing the increases in the 
budget for the coming year 
are: $21,000for street repairs 
(seal coating), $15,000 in­ 
crease in salaries, $14,000 for 
a new garbage truck and 
$20,000 for the waste treat­ 
ment plant. Other increases 
are for insurance and the 
general increases because of 
inflation. 


In the new budget adopted 
by the Council Monday the 
expenditures show an 
in­ 
crease over 
last 
year’s 
budget from $200,176.00 to 
$260,370.00 The city’s actual 
expenditures for this past 
fiscal year were $214,042.12, 
an increase of $13,866.12. 
The increase in tax rate 
and the increase in garbage 
and sewer collection fees are 
expected to increase the 
c ity ’s revenue by about 
$29,000. To over come the 
balance of the deficit, the 
Council plans to spread some 
of the major expense over a 
two-year period.

programs will contribute to a con­ 
tinued growth in under-employment 
and over education,” the council 
said. 
In other words, we’re sending kids 
to college to educate them for jobs 
that don’t exist. . . or won’t exist by 
the time they get out of school. 
Or to turn the coin another way, 80 
percent of the jobs that will be 
available in 1978 or 1979 will neither 


need 
nor 
require 
a 
college 
education. 
Somewhere down the line we are 
going to have to remove the stigma 
that we have always attached to any 
high school graduate who does not 
go on to college. Between the lack of 
vocational 
training 
in 
our 
high 
schools and this general idea that 
every high school graduate must go 
on to college to avoid being a failure, 
we are creating a monster. 
Fortunately, our schools are 
making progress in changing over to 
more vocational training and more 
career orientation. But it will take 
some time to re-educate the public to 
the idea that people can be suc­ 
cessful with out a college degree.
